Report of School Board. 


The annual school meeting was held in the Grammar school 
room on the evening of March 18, 1911. 

The officers chosen and qualified for the ensuing year were: 
Henry T. Taplin, Moderator; Charles W. Palmer, Clerk; 
Eugene C. Patridge, Treasurer; Mattie Jacques, Auditor. 

Mrs. Alice G. Swain was elected a member of the School 
Board for the ensuing three years. 

The School Board met and organized. Daniel R. Smith 
was chosen-chairman, and committee on fuel and repairs; 
C. A. Pollard, committee on text books and supplies, and 
Alice G. Swain, Clerk and committee on superintendence, and 
Perley R. Bean, Truant Officer. 

On September 1 the School Board received the resignation 
of Mrs. Alice G. Swain as a member of the Board, and Mrs. 
Alice J. Patridge was appointed to fill the vacancy. ~ 

On account of there being so few scholars in the Piscassic 
school, it was decided by the School Board that it would be 
best to close this school. é 

Herbert W. Smith was engaged to convey the children to 
the village schools at $1.25 per day. Mildred L. Lane, who 
had taught the Piscassic school for 2 years, was promoted to 
the Grammar school, and Teresa J. Perkins was retained in the 
Primary school.
